Rome, February 7.—A speciaj dis- 
patch from the island of Lemnos, in 
the Aefean sea, says the Greek avia- 
tor, Lieutenant Mutusis, accompanied 
by the Greek Captain Maraitmis, last 
night made a daring flight over the 
straits' of the Dardanelles in a hydro- 
aeroplane. The dispatch says that a 
thorough reconnoissance of the Turkish 
fleet was made and that the aviator 
then flew over Maidas, near the south- 
ern point of the Gallipoli peninsula 
overlooking the Dardanelles, and

The ships could serve as refuge for 
American citizens, and, if it were nec- 
essary, to land afiy considerable force 
of bluejackets or marine the larger 
vessels of Rear Admiral Sutherland's 
fleet on the west coast or some of Rear 
Admiral Badger'’s battleships in Cu- 
ban waters would be called upon. 

Excitement in New Orleans. 

New Orleans, February 7.—Orders 
for two United States gunboats to pro- 
ceed immediately to Honduras water, 
one to Amapela, on the Pacific coast, 
and one to Puerto Cortez, on the gulf 
coast. has caused considerable excite- 
ment in Central American circles here. 
No news of any international] troubles 
in Honduras have been received here, 
but the action of the Washington au- 
thorities in dispatching two gunboats 
to the ports of that republic is be- 
lieved to indicate that the state de- 
partment has received alarming news 
of some kind.

MHS, CODY'S HEIRS 
RENOUNCE CLAIMS 


Great Fortune Left by Founder of 
Christian Science Goes to 
Mother Church. 


Boston, February 7.—Litigation over 
the bequest of $2,000,000 made to the 
First Church of Christ, Scientist, of 
Boston, by Mrs. Mary Baker G. Eddy, 
ended today when her natural heirs 
joined with the trustees of the church 
in proposed decrees entered in-the sev- 
eral courts involved. 

Coincident with this action the Mas- 
sachusetts house this afternoon con- 
curred with the senate in an enabling 
act which permits the mother church 
to accept and use the money for the 
advancement of Christian Sctence as 
cirected by its founder. 

Four’ stipulations compose the de- 
crees which were entered simultane- 
ously in the courts of Massachusetts 
and New Hampshire and the federal 
court for the district of New Hamp- 
shire. 

In these, George W. Glover, of Lead. 
S. D.. and E. J. Foster-Eddy, of Water- 
bury, Vt., son and adopted son of Mrs. 
Eddy, abandoned thetr suits for a 
Share in the estate and renounce their 
claims to money left the church. 

The trustees consent that the ad- 
ministrator shall pay $5,000 for the 
assignment of the sons’ contingent 
right to renew in their lifetime the 
copyrights upon their mother’s pub- 
lished works, They further consent 
that the trustees holding $175,090 
(which is the trust fund portion of the 
$290,000 settled on them by Mrs. Eddy 
in 1909 in lieu of their share’ of the 
estate) shall not further claim that 
their rights in that fund were forfeit- 
ed by their action in subsequent court 
proceedings. 

As one of the attorneys representing 
Glover and Foster Eddy, Herbert Par- 
ker tonight satd: 

“The stipulations from the view point 
of the heirs finally and conclusively 
terminate all present iitigation. and 
preclude the possibility of further liti- 
gation by them with respect to the dis- 
eo - the pa

Professor Pound declared that the 
ritual of the Methodist church called 
for missions, and that every member 
of the church has vowed to support 
missions. 

Mr. Pound pleaded earnestly for an 
awakening of the church to mission 
work. “Awaken, men,” he said, “let 
the pastors put every man to work and 
every. interest of the church will be 
better. 

‘Tet it not be said it is the women’s 
church. Preach to the men and 
awaken them. The only way to do 
this is to put them, man by man, to 
work. This movement means getting 
every man busy.” 

J. M. Skinner Makes Piea. 


Professor Pound was followed by J. 
M. Skinner, associate lay leader of the 
Atlanta district, who spoke enthusias- 
tically of the Atlanta campaign for 
Cuban missions. 

Mr. Skinner emphasized that this 
movement is a voluntary one, and that 
the offering being asked for is a spe- 
cial one for a specific purpose. 

He urged every minister and lay 
leader to throw his whole heart into 
the campaign. 

Mr. Skinner spoke of the responsi- 
bilities of the ministers in this cam- 
paign and of the needs for the church 
in Havana Of the “every member” 
canvass, he said that every layman 
present represented 500 men he could 
put to work, and these in turn could 
find duties for others. 

J. Ww. Austin urged an awakening of 
the church, and every minister and 
church member to take part in the 
campaign. 

At the conclusion of the dinner it 
was announced that each Methodist 
pulpit <@?tl be filled by a layman at 
both the morning and evening services 
next Sunday and the following. 

By a rising vote the ministers and 
church lay leaders voted thelr thanks 
to the district lay leaders, Messrs. 
Skinner and Mayson, for their part in 
the campaign, and pledged to stand by 
the movement until the goal is 
reached.

If his contention 
is g6und there is a simple way to establish 
4 The body of the finance sheet has his 
approval. His criticism is mainly leveled 
at the crematory item.

TONIGHT’S CIVIC LECTURE. 


The lecture on civic improvement from 
the landscape standpoint, to be given by 
Charles W. Leavitt, Jr., of New York, this 
evening at Taft hall, comes with peculiar 
pertinence at a time when all Atlanta is 
keenly interested in the subject. Mr. 
Leavitt is one of the country’s most promi- 
nent specialists and a speaker of charm 
and culture. He designed the landscape 
scheme upon which the Georgia School of 
Technology is now working. Several years 
ago he outlined a permanent landséape plan 
for the improvement of the 750-acre campus 
of the University of Georgia. In pursuing 
that task he covered each detail, plotting 
the location of each building, the topogra- 
phy of each road and the entire lay of 


the campus, not. for just one year, but for 


an indefinite time into the future. The 
university is now working upon.the ma- 
terialization of this plan. It 1s not expected, 
of course, to executé& each detail for many 
years. But every improvement made, each 
step taken, is a part of a coherent, con- 
secutive program which, when completed, 
will make the institution and its surround- 
ings one of the most beautiful plants of its 
kind in the country. 

Mr. Leavitt illustrates his lectures with 
lantern slides, showing. the financial and 
esthetic value of building and of beautifica- 
tion upon the blue-print method, rather 
than by the haphazard system Atlanta has 
long pursued. He visualizes to the mind’s 
eye the modern city, and shows that it is 
cheaper and more practical to build to the 
century scale than to piddle along meeting 
momentary needs. 

He should find a highly receptive audi- 
ence in Atlanta. The city has reached a 
crisis where it must undo the neglect of 
the past and construct conscientiously for 
tomorrow. No admission fee is charged ito 
the lecture and those who attend will have 
the privilege of hearing a man who stands 
among the foremost of his profession in 
America. 


BUSINESS GOVERNMENT. 


One of the cleverest analyses yet given 
of the political unrest in this country, and 
its aim, comes from Walker D. Hines, chair- 


man of the executive committee of the} 


Atchison railway system. Mr. Hines de- 
clares there can be no question that tax- 
payers are criticising municipal, state and 
federal government right and left and that 
their complaints are well grounded. He 
attributes widespread dissatisfaction with 
governmental procedure to the wasteful, in- 
efficient and indolent methods of official- 
dom from top to bottom. His theory is 
that the people will never rest content until 


the severe test of business is brought to 


bear on government, the men whom the 
people elect to serve them displaying as 
much intelligence, fidelity and aptitude as 
the men whose job it is to run private 
enterprises. 

There can be no question that in this 
country, aS in other countries, the people 
taxed to maintain government have here: 
tofore viewed it rather in the light of a 
distant abstraction than as an institution 
in which they were active partners and in 
the orderly conduct of which they had a 
esponsible share. The abuses of politics 
and the inefficiency of government have 
been possible only because the voters were 
indifferent or vigilant merely by fits and 
starts. As Mr. Hines points out, if the 
average private business were’ operated 
with the slackness of government, it would 
speedily go into bankruptcy. Had he added 
that if the stockholders and directors of 
private enterprises chose their officers with 
as little regard to merit as the ordinary 
run of office-holders are chosen inefficiency 
would be the inevitable result, he would 
have about completed the indictment. 

Throughout civilization people are wak 
ing to the folly of their apathy toward gov- 
ernment. They are demanding less glitter 
and demagogy and more trained ability. 
They are caring not so much for flambo,- 
ant phrases and party labels as for evi- 
dences that political organizations and in- 
dividual politicians can “deliver the goods.” 
They are willing to intrust power and au- 
thority, but they require also that there ba 
an easy and intelligent way to fix responsi- 
bility. 

Very gradually, but none the less surely, 
the business gauge is being everywhere ap- 
plied to government. One need go no. 
farther than the present charter upheaval 
in Atlanta to possess proof of that fact.

COST OF BALKAN WAR | 


(London Correspondence New York World.) 
The cost in money to all the nations of 
the Balkan war has been millions upon mil- 
lions, and the expenses are all going upward 
day by day. The reports as to the killed 
and wounded include only the period up to 
the proclamation of the armistice. England, 
of the great European powers, not actually 
engaged in the war, has escaped with the 
least expenditure. Almost all the extra ex- 
penditures by the British government was 
for naval movements, and this outlay has 
been officially estimated at $300,000. There 
was no mobilization of tréops by England. 

Exact figures from Belgrade are hard to 
Set, but the following are partly official: The 
Servians contributed 300,000 men. Of these 
50,000 stayed at home for service there. They 
lost 22,000 killed and wounded. Of these they 
assert only 4,000 were killed and the rest 
wounded. 

The Buigarians sent to the field 300,000, 
with the 50,000 on the northern frontier. 
They lost in killed and wounded 80,000 and 
at Kirk-Killeseh alone they lost 20,000. 

The Montenegrins sent 75,000 men to the 
field, of whom they lest between 6,500 and 
7,000. 

The Greeks contributed 120,000, and they 
lost about 7,000. 

Servia was spending $100,000 a day from 
October 18 to December 23, making $6,600,000. 
She mobilized her army sixteen days previous 
to the outbreak of the war, which cost her 
$1,800,000. She has a reserve fund enough 
for her fight four months longer without bor- 
rowing. 

* Bulgaria for sixty-six days has been 
spending $120,000 a day, making $7,920,000. 
Her mobilization cost her another $2,160,000. 

Greece has paid out $3,600,000 up to the 
time of writing; that is about $60,000 a day. 

Montenegro has spept $10,000 per diem, 
and she has fought for fifty-five days, bring- 
ing her expenses up to a total of $550,000, all 
of which was supplied by Russia and Italy. 

Servia has captured, according to official 
information, 308 cannon, 213,000 rifles of 
various types, hundreds of’ quick-firing guns, 
42,000,000 cartridges and 110 wagons. This 
ammunition and all the rest of the property 
is in good condition. Servia gave to Bulgaria 
$6,000,000 for war expenses, besides much 
ammunition’and the uniforms for 30,000 men. 

At present Austria-Hungary's daily ex- 
penses for her army are calculated at about 
$200,000, and those of the navy $60,000. The 
total daily expenditure is estimated at about 
$200,000, "This outlay has now been going on 
for ninety days, therefore Austria's total mil- 
itary and naval expenditure to date has been 
about $23,400,000. The loss in wages and <in- 
dustrial profits, owing to a virtual state of 
war, is more difficult to compute,‘ but high 
financial authorities in Vienna put ‘it at $15,- 
000,000. 3

The late P. B. Gallaudet was a son of the 
great man of that name who perfected the 
deaf and dumb alphabet and who was identi- 
fied with.the course of 
instruction which has 
made those afflicted 
with loss of hearing and 
of speech nevertheless 
valuable members of 
the community. P. B. 
Gallaudet, unlike some 
of those who were near 
of kin to him could not 
only talk, but had flu- 
ency of speech and an 
acute sense of hearing.

York, 

I was chatting with 
Mr. Gallaudet a year or 
two before his death 
when something in the conversation reminded 
him of peculiarities or eccentricities that 
were characteristic of some of the men of 
great wealth who were frequenters of his 
house. 

“One of the common failings of men who 
amass great fortunes and who are conspicu- 
ous for carefulness and minute attention to 
details is occasional forgetfulness,” said Mr. 
Gallaudet. “I mean by forgetfulness ‘com- 
plete loss of memory respecting some of the 
securities they possess. 

“I will give you gn illustration of this 
which came under my own observations. One 
of the ferry companies operating between 
Manhattan and the Jersey side of the Hudson 
river some years ago got into bad shape 
financially. The company had defaulted for 
some years in payment of interest upon its 
bonds. Foreclosure proceedings were ordered 
by the courts, and a time was set for bidding 
in the property. Conrad N. Jordan—after- 
ward assistant treasurer of the United States 
in charge of the sub-treasury at New York— 
was anxious to buy in the property for the 
purpose of reorganizing the company. 

“A day or two before the sale was ordered 
a customer of mine, a man worth, I presume, 
$5,000,000, came to me and said that he had 
ten bonds of this company. He said, further- 
more, that these bonds were quoted at 86 
cents on the dollar, but the accrued interest 
was so great that unless they were sold at 
140 there would be a heavy loss. He there- 
upon asked me to take the bonds, put them 
in my safe and go to the sale, prepared to 
offer as much as $200,000 in excess of any bid 


for the property that might be made. He 
said that in this way he was sure that he 
could get 140 for his bonds. 

“Well, I did what he asked. I raised the 
first bid at a single jump by $200,000. Imme- 
diately Mr. Jordan got frightened, and he 
asked that the sale be postponed for a week. 

“A day or two before the week expired 
Mr. Jordan called upon me. I said that I was 
either going to sell some bonds that I pos- 
sessed at 140 or I was going to raise every 
bid until I got possession of the property. 

“After a good deal of shuffling and hesita- 
tion Mr. Jordan agreed to take the bonds at 
140. I turned them over to him and got his 
certified check. That enabled him to bid in 
the property for the parties who were behind 
him. 

“A day or two later my customer called 
upon me and I passed over to him the check 
which represented the full amount of the sale 
of the bonds for 140. 

“He chuckled and said that it was a streak 
of pure luck. ‘Do you know,’ sald he, ‘that I 
had forgotten that I owned those bonds? 
They were tucked away in one of the drawers 
of my desk. I found them by accident, or at 
léast my daughter did, one morning just be- 
fore the sale of tne property was ordered. I 
told my daughter that, although the bonds 
were quoted at 86, I was going to fix it so 
that mine would sell for 140, and when I got 
the money I would keep the face value of the 
bonds and I would make her a present of the 
accrued interest. She deserved that much for 
finding the bonds which I had forgotten.

THE LENTULUS LET- 
TERS. 


When Christianity began spreading all 
over the then inhabited world, there were 
developed many stories regarding Christ and 
episodes in connection with His life, and on 
account of the fact that there was little pos- 
sibility of verifying these statements, they 
were taken as authentic. One of the most 
remarkable of these statements was the let- 
ter alleged to have been sent to the Roman 
senate by Publius Lentulus, who it was af- 
firmed was president of Judea in the reign 
of Tiberius Caesar. This letter gave a vivid 
description of the Savior, and it created no 
end of interest at a period when everything 
connected with His life and teachings was 
sO eagerly read. : 

Did Publius Lentulus write such a letter? 
In fact, did such a person ever exist? Those 
who have made a careful study of the sub- 
ject can find no trace of him or of the famous 
letter as being authentic, and it is now gen- 
erally admitted that this letter was written 
by a monk in the fourteenth century. 

In the works of the Greek historian, Nice- 
phorus, who lived in the-same century, and 
whom Weismann considers a credulous, un- 
critical writer, is a description of the personal 
appearance of Jesus Christ, for which no au- 
thority is given, and which its sald to be de- 
rived from the ancients. This passage bears a 
strong resemblance tothe apocryphal letter of 
Lentulus, and possibly served as a basis for 
it. Is it possible that Nicephorus saw this 
letter and appropriated its description? There 
is no doubt that this description was used by 
the earlier painters in forming the likeness 
of our Savior, and the familiar pictures we 


have today were merely derived from this 
alleged letter, and as later painters followed 
very closely the work of those of the early 
centuries, it is just possible that the concep- 
tion we get today of His features and benign 
expression is in no way an accurate like- 
ness. 

The description of Nicephorus is similar to 
that In the letter of Lentulus, and it {= most 
likely that this letter was a Latin transla- 
tion of the description given by the Greek 
historian. 

Dr. Edward Robinson, after a thorough 
examination of the evidence, sums up .the 
case very pointedly as follows: “In favor of 
the authenticity of the letter (Epistola Len- 
tull) we have only the purport of the insertp- 
tion. There is no external evidence what- 
ever. Against its authenticity we have the 
great discrepancies and contradictions of the 
inscription. There can be found no evidence 
that any such person as Lentulus existed at 
the time and at the place specified, nor for 
many years before and after. There is an 
utter silence in history in fespect to the 
existence of such a letter. The foreign and. 
later idioms of its style, the contradiction tn 
which the contents of the epistle stand with 
established historical facts, and the proba- 
bility of its having been produced at some 
time not earlier than the eleventh century. 
almogt proves conclusively that it is a 
forgery.” 

The earliest appearance of the Lentulus 
letter was in the manuscript writings of St. 
Anslem, who lived“tn the eleventh century. 
No Publius Lentulus can be Identified as 
“President of Judea” in the reign of Tiberius. 
Judea had only two procurators in his retgn, 
Valerius Gratus, from 16 to 27 A. D., and 
Pontius Pilate, from 27 to 37 A. D. 

Not only is there no contemporary witness 
in profane history to the appearance of Jesus, 
and there is none to His existence except 
perhaps Josephus. But even this 
tainly been interpolated, and is regarded as 
spurious “in toto” by some of the most care- 
ful scholars. 

In fact, it is generally acknowledged that 
there is no contemporary allusion to Christ 
in secular history—although some defend the 
genuineness of the passage relating to Him 
in Josephus. The earliest allusion which can 
be placed in any way as authentic, to the 
founder of Christianity is in Pliny’s famous 


sletter to Trajan, and In the “Annals” of Tac- 


itus—both written in the first quarter of the 
second century.

Lincoln in Baltimore. 


(From The Baltimore American.) 

That Abraham Lincoln did go through 
Baltimore secretly on his way to Washington 
in 1861, for his first inauguration, as told in 
the story printed in The American yester- 
day, and which will be published in the 
American Magazine next Tuesday, is verified 
by an old employee of the Baltimore and 
Ohio railroad, who says that on that occasion 
he shook hands with Lincoln.’ The fact that 
Lincoln was brought through Baltimore 
under cover of darkness for fear of assassi- 


nation, came to light through a letter of the’ 


late Allan Pinkerton, the great detective of 


civil war times. : 
“Daddy” John Smith is the old railroad 


man who remembers. when Lincoln came | 


through this city. He is now: about 80 years 
old, and fills lanterns at Camden Station. 
He first went to work for the Baltimore and 
Ohio railroad in 1854. “Daddy” Smith says 
nothing about Pinkerton, and evidently never 
heard of the detective at the time that Lin- 
coln came through the city. 

At the time he was a teamster; that is, 


he drove the horses which were used in_ 


those days to transport the cars from Presi- 
dent Street Station to Camden. Lincoln, ac- 
cording to “Daddy” Smith, passed through 
Baltimore at night. He came out on the 
platform of the car, he says, and shook hands 
with him. It was on Pratt street not long 
after this event that the Sixth Massachu- 
setts regiment was attacked on its way 
through Baltimore. . 

Pinkerton states that he discovered the 
plot to assassinate Lincoln in Baltimore 
while he was investigating a conspiracy by 
secessionists against the Philadelphia, Wil- 
mington and Baltimore railroad.

Value of Paleontology 


(Fom The 1ndlanapolis News.) 

The earliest animals on the earth were no 
doubt soft creatures of simple structure 
whose dead bodies left few traceable impreg- 
sions in the mud and sands in which they 
were buried. The successors of these early 
unknown animals acquired from generation 
to generation protective coverings whose re- 
mains in the older rocks are now studied by 
paleontologists. The fossil shells of these 
early invertebrates are of great importance 
to the geologist, for they indicate’ the 
geologic period in which the beds containing 
them were formed. Each fossiliferous rock 
bed contains characteristic forms or groups 
of forms that determine the period in which 
it was, mud or sand. Former Director Pow- 
ell, of the United States geological survey, 
once tersely explained to a congressional 
committee the value of paleontdlogy by say- 
ing that it is “the geplogist's clock” by which 
he tells the time when rock beds were formed. 
Naturally, paleontology shows also the order 
of succession, and, therefore, the relation of 
the rock beds studied by the geologist. 

The economic importance of paleontology 
has been repeatedly shown in this country. 
In the earlier exploitation of anthracite coal 
thousands of dollars were fruitlessly expend- 
edin New York in search of coal beds until the 


| New York geologists showed that the beds fn 


that state could contain no coal. The fossils 
in the rock exploited are Devonian, whereas 
the fossils of the Pennsylvania anthracite 
coal beds belong to the Carboniferous, a much 
later period. This discovery at once stopped 
a useless expenditure of money. The fossils 
of these rocks were not of “merely academic 
interest,” they were of immediate practical 
importance. The key to the problem was 
found by determining the stratigraphic posi- 
tion, or, as it is called, the ‘‘geologic horizon” 
of the fossils and the rocks.

The study of the animal and plant 
remains that are embedded in the rocks has 
thus become an important part of geologic 
work, and, although those who are efigaged 
in this study are few, and are rather poorly 
paid for their services, their work is of high 
importance,

SCHOOL DISTRICTS 
ARE HELD ILLEGAL 


Ten Counties May Be Affected by 
Opinion of Attorney 
General. 


nl 


The opinion of Attorney General 
Thomas 8S. Felder regarding the con- 
Sstitutionality of the establishment of 
Whigham school district, in Grady 
county, given at the request of Super- 
intendent of Schools M. L. Brittain, is 
expected to have a widespread effect 
upon a dozen or more school] districts 
in Georgia and possibly put them out 
of existence. 

The supreme court ruled in a case 
affecting Mitchell's district, in Pu- 
laski county, and other districts, that 
“provision has been made by general 
laws in regard to the public school 
System of the state, creatin~ school 
districts, and for determining the 
question of local taxation,” and that 
the legislature, under the constitution, 
has no power to create a special school 
district. 

With this decision in view, Mr. Brit- 
tain asked Mr. Felder for his opinion, 
which was that, “tested by these de- 
Cisions of our supreme court, the act 
creating the Whigham school district, 
in the county of Grady, is clearly un- 
constitutional‘and void.” 

Upon receipt of thig opinion, Mr. 
Brittain started investigations to dis- 
cover whether there were other dis- 
tricts affected, and found the follow- 
ing were affected: 

Mitchell, tn Pulaski 
ham, in Grady; Sparks, in Berrien 
county; Chester, in Dodge county: 
Fairview, in Cherokee county; Irwin, 


county; Whig- 


in Fayette county; “Marble Hill, in 
Pickens county; Menlo, ‘in Chattooga 
county; Macedonia, in Dodge county; 
Scotland, in Telfair county, and pos- 
sibly @ number of others. 

The point of law upon which the 
constitutionality of the acts turns is 
whether there were bona fide munici- 
palities in the districts created, or 
whether municipalities were created 
for the purpose of founding indepen- 
dent districts, the act in the latter case 
being unconstitutional.
